Pilicia, where the Germans are shiat- 
tering their army in repeated blows 
‘wratnst the solid wall. 

The defeat of the two Austrian ar- 
mies in the south has opeend the way 
for « continuation of the Russian plan 
of campaign against Cracow and 
filesia, 

At the same time the force opposing 
the Germans along the Bzura, before 


Warsaw, is being constantly — rein- 
forced and q retirement of Von Hin- 
denberg’s army there can be looked 
for any day. 


The retreat of the Austrian army in 
Galicia, along the Lisko-Sabok-Dukla- 
Znuigrod front is described officially 
here as more and more precipitate and 
lisorderly. The retreating forces are 
estimated unofficially as numbering 
about 175,000 men. 

The nature of the country favors the 
Austrians in their retreat. The corri- 
dor-like valleys and passes prevent the 
Russians from pursuing them over 
parallel roads or harassing their 
flanks. Only six roads cross the Car- 
pathians, two of which are little more

Declares American Shippers Must be 
Compensated For Losses 

Washington,—President Wils 
ferring to the note to Great Britain on 
better treatment for American com- 
merce, declared that large damages 
eventually would tave to be paid by 
Great Britain To: unlawfully detain- 
ing American cargoes. The president 
pointed out that many protests pre- 
viously had been sent in specific cases 
and that, -if the contention of the 
American government was correct, as 
he was firmly convinced it was, plans 
for indemnification ultimately would 
have to be met by Great Britain, Sup- 
plementary to previous protests, the 
new note, President Wilson explained, 
represented fully the position of the 
U.S., saying that so far as ‘theory was 
concerned there was no debate on the 
point raised because Great Britain 
herself in previous wars had taken 
exactly the American position.

It Is only when we regard our globe 
as a member of the pinnetury system, 
and that system in turn as a unit 
among “tiie systems, that we realize 
how Infinitesinge! ure its concerus and 
how relatively insignificant it is 

We may .for practical purposes treat 
the orbit of Neptune as the circumfer 
ence of our planetary system and state 
the dinmeter of it therefofe os about 
5.486,000,000 miles 

Rut if we could suppose all this vast 
plane converted Into a solid disk in 
stead of being, as now, for thie most 
part empty space, and if to it were 
then given by some means or other a 
slightly luminous surface, it would ap- 
pear to the observer upon the very 
nearest fixed stur uo more pretentious 
than a new twenty-five cent piece glit- 
tering in the sunshine would appear to 
an observer at a distance of something

THE ENGLISHMAN’S BATH. 
Not So Very Long Ago It Was an Un- 
known Institution. 

We boast ourselves a cleanly people 
and are apt to scorn the foreigner who 
does got daily perform the ritual of 
the tub. Yet, the British Medical Jour. 
nal points out, it is not so long ago since 
we had the reputation of belug an ex- 
ceptionally dirty people. In the year 
1800 there was not a single private 
bouse in London provided with a bath- 
room, ‘ 

A witness stated before the health 
commission about the middle of the 
last century that the only two occa: 
sions on which one of the laboring 
classes was washed all over was im- 
mediately after birth and after death. 

Even at the present day our contem- 
porary doubts if dirtier people could 
be found anywhere tn the world than 
among our lower classes. “A French 
workman would be ashamed to wear 
the clothes in which the British labor 
er goes to his daily work. There ts 
nothing that tramps who apply at 
workhouses think a more brutal tyran- 
| ny than the enforced bath.” 

In the middle ages, we are reminded, 
our dirt and squalor were the theme 
of comment by foreign visitors. Three 
| centuries ago what most struck a Dor- 
tuguese traveler in England was the 

fact that the English gentry never 
| washed. Erasmus has left a picture 
| of the dirt that prevailed in the houses 

of noblemen, 

It is not difficult from this to imagine 
what the state of things must have 
been among the poorer classes. At one 
| time both men and women who were 
careful of their “omplexions cleaned 
| thelr faces with a dry white linen 
| cloth, because it was belleved that 
| washing the face with water made it 
| more susceptible to cold in winter and 
to tan in summer. The story of Lady 
Mary Wortley Montagu's hands {s too 
well known to be repeated. Johnson 
said he bad no passion for clean linen, 
and even the fine gentlemen of his day 
were far from scrupulously clean in 
their persons.—Westminster Gazette.
